The Democrats are in a some- 
what similar predicament. 

They have Stevenson, who has 
captured the strategic middle 
ground. To be sure, his flanks 
are exposed and are under at- 
tack. The extremists in the 
party already are baying. But, 
he can move to meet them. 

Gov. Mennen (Soapy) Williams 
of Michigan has joined Gov. 
Averell Harriman, New York, in 
being ‘‘dissatisfied’’ with Steven- 
son's position. Sen. Kefauver, 
more astute, and recognizing 
that no extremist can win, has 
made no assault on the Steven- 
son announcements. Instead, he 
made a diversionary raid against 
the national committee. 


The Harriman forces are put- | 
ting tremendous pressure on 
Walter Reuther, of the CIO, 
seeking to have him be ‘“‘dissat- 
isfied’’ with Stevenson’s analysis 
of the times. 

We will, we may be sure, see 
a lot of this. Since Stevenson is 
the one candidate there will be 
many “‘pressures’’ put upon him 
in an effort to squeeze him into 
the particular shape desired by 
the group exerting the pressure. 

They know, as do the Repub- 
licans, that Stevenson holds the 
strongest position—the only one 
which has a real chance to win.

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Holidays Prove That 


Fear of Law Is Answer 


Fifteen persons were killed in traffic 
accidents in Georgia over the Thanksgiv- 
ing holidays. 

The figure, bad as it is, is an improve- 
ment over Thanksgiving a year ago when 
21 met death on the roads. It is a consid- 
erable improvement, too, over the other- 
wise routine weekend of Nov. 19 when 22 
were killed on Georgia highways. 

The State Patrol, whose efforts con- 
tributed to the relatively low toll, counted 
the holiday period from Wednesday aft- 
ernoon to Monday morning. In addition 
to those killed the patrol reported more 
than 350 wrecks and nearly 200 injured. 

The relatively low count of dead 
wroves again that ceaseless vigilance is 
the price of safety on our highways. Un- 
fortunately, there is a dangerous minority 
of irresponsible drivers who can be kept 
in check only by fear of the law. 

Regrettably, there are not enough state 
patrolmen in Georgia to make the law 
consistently feared. It is only on holiday 
weekends, when overtime is the order of 
the day for the state’s slender force, that 
the wheeled madmen must be ever alert. 

Next Thursday, Dec. 1, is Safe Driving 
Day, a national observance, when again 
Georgia roads will be patrolled heavily. 
The pity is, that due to the scarcity of 
patrolmen, the roads cannot be policed on 
a daily basis as they are on these special 
occasions.

Last year the agricultural experts 
came up with a neat f tla for 
1955. They figured that if .8,183,000 
acres were planted to cotton they 
would produce 10,000,000 tales of 
500 pounds each. That's just about 
annual consumption. It looked fine 
on paper-—and even better when 
cotton planters actually put only 
16,514,000 acres to cotton. °* 

What happened was enough to 
drive farm experts crazy. Cotton 
production jumped almost 50 per 
cent—to 14,843,000 bales and some 
cotton is still growing! To show 
how fast it’s growing, the depert- 
ment just a month ago revise” its 
1955 production estimates and the 
revision has already been ex- 
ceeded by seven per cent. 

How come? Well, cotton farmers 
took their worst acres out of pro- 
cuction and concentrated fertilizer 
and weed and insect cont .1 meth- 
ods on their best acres.

WASHINGTON—In the most recent episode in 
the Dixon-Yates affair, refusals of the Atomic En-

Boys really go out on a li 
Going steady in the Af 
climbing as hand-hold 
Miss Mary Clapp, 19-year-old 
student at Agnes Scott College, 


returned to Atlanta this sum- 
mer after living three years 
in the Belgian Congo, where 
her mother, Mrs. Allen Clapp, 


Mary reports that children at 
the. school had to rely on their 
own resourcefulness for recre- 


gtion. There were no radios, 
mé6vies, television or corner 
crugystores to provide excite- 
ment. 


‘TT DIDN’T TAKE LONG” 

“T guess one of the main 
pastimes was climbing trees,”’ 
Mary said. ‘‘Everybody did it. 
I never climbed a tree in my 
life until I went to the Congo. 
But it didn’t take long to 
le irn!’’ 


Mary and her mother lived in 


a Presbyterian mission com- 
pound that contained, in addi- 
tion to a grammar school and 
high school, a dormitory for 


the children, a hospital and 10 
houses. 


Buildings of the compound 
had concrete floors, plastered 
wails and ceilings were made 
of mahogany. 

‘“‘The white ants over there 
eat everything except concrete 
and mahogany,” Mary. ex- 
plained, 

The compound was surround- 
ed by native villages of mud 
huts with thatched roofs and 
dirt floors. Natives sleep on 


straw mats and have very little 
furniture. 

“The natives never stop chat- 
tering,’”’ Mary said. ‘‘We heard 
them all] the time.” 

The iow, weird beat of drums 
calls natives to prayers, to din- 


ner, to village celebrations 
Drum beats also mourn the 
dead 

Several natives are remem- 


bered by Mary and her mother 
as individuals. One of the most 
colorful is Lukenga, king of 
one of the more industrious 
black tribes of the Congo. Lu- 
kenga is ‘“‘big and fat—and has 
400 wives.” 

Mary and her friends ventured 
without fear into the cannibal- 
inhabited jungle. 

‘*The cannibals don't eat white 
people,””’ she explained, ‘That 
particular food doesn't agree 
with them—makes them deathly 
il).”’ 

The Clapps brought back sev- 
eral interesting souvenirs from 
the Congo, including a huge ele- 
phant tusk. 

Mary also returned with the 
malaria “bug” which still 
plagues her sometimes. 
ANTELOPE HUNT 

Mary and her classmates 
once wheedled men of the mis- 
sion compound into taking them 
on an antelope hunt. 

‘Usually the girls were left 
behind,’’ she said. “I was very 
excited when they 
take us. 

‘‘We started off to the hunt- 
ing grounds—which were prac- 
tically virgin forests—on our 
bikes. When we reached the 
river, we transferred to native 
boats. I fell asleep in the boat

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The thing that surprtses me, when I think about it, which 
was right often over the weekend, is how they used to have 
time to bother with what was going on in the National Scene.

It’s humiliating for a grown woman with walking around 
sense to find hersélf bested by four sections of rusty old tin. 
But if it hadn’t been for the superior patience and know-how of 
Muv I would have been. 


We went up to Holly Creek for the weekend and the first 
thing we discovered was that the wood was wet, the kindling 
needed chopping, kerosene was out and the heater which we took 
down so jubilantly last spring would no longer fit the pipe 
which came with it. 

We dispatched the children for dry wood and kerosene and 
some new panes of glass to replace those that had fallen out 
of the windows during the summer. We got a fire to smouldering 
damply on the hearth and then we turned our attention to that 
smart, efficient little heater which doesn’t look as pretty as the 
fireplace but has a record for sending heat to the remotest 
corner of the cabin on a sub-freezing night. 

I remember too well our last year’s struggle with that pipe.
